At 5i20 pm on 12/8/48, SAC Foster af the Indianapolis offlcV' 
called to advise that agents of that office had interviewed GEORGE PIGMAN^ 
and that PIGMAN stated that he does not knew CHAMBERS; that he never met ; ■,.-':

the papers. PIGMAN claimed not to know COLONEL BYKOV\jr DAVID CARPENTER a 
but stated he heard name NELSON somewhere but was not sure of it.

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At 9:45 a.m. today I telephonically requested Supervisor K. 
Delavigne of the Washington Field Office to have interviewed the ftireau 
ballistics experts and ballistics experts of other governmental agencies who 
would have held such/positions in 1937 in order to identify the individual 
named SVIASHNIKOVpKfho CHAMBERS said was a ballistics expert employed in the 
government service in Washington, D. C. I told Mr. Delavigne that efforts 
should be made to identify him so that if necessary he could be subpoenaed 
to appear and testify before the Grand Jury prior to its expiration Wednes- 
day, December 15. Mr. Delavigne stated that Special Agent Taylor, who was 
handling this matter in the Washington Field Office, had located some in- 
formation which appeared to be identical with this individual.

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On the evening of December U, 1948, SA Charles Donelan, Supervisor 
on duty, called me to advise that a teletype had been jpceived from the 
Denver office to the effect that FRANCIS VICTOR REHP0who was interviewed 
by agents of the Denver office on December 10th and who denied any part in 
instant affair, had come into the Denver office on December Uth and had 
stated that he wanted to talk* RENO advised that he had furnished informa- 
tion^ connection with the bomb sight which he, REWO, gatherttat Aberdeen 
Proving Grounds from his work there to an individual who undoubtedly was 
WHTTAKER CHAMBERS. Hie details of his admissions are contained in the 
teletype from Denver. The Denver office advised that RENO planned to fly 
to New York, arriving the night of December 12th, for appearance before the 
Grand Jury on the morning of December 13th« 

I requested Mr. Donelan to call the Bureau and furnish the Night 
Supervisor with the contents of this teletype inasmuch as there was no 
indication that it had been sent to the Bureau. I also requested Ur. Donelan 
to send a teletype to Denver to arrange for FRANCIS VICTOR RENO to come to 
Room 607 when he reported to the Court House on the morning of December 13 
inasmuch as we did not want him to fall into the hands of the newspaper 
reporters who are swarming around the building; that we would see that RENO 
went inmediately to the U. S, Attorney. I also requested that the Denver 
office be advised that if RENO had any trouble getting a hotel reservation, 
he should call this office and we would arrange for him to get a reservation* 
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On the morning of December 13, 1948, ASAC Lally of the Baltimore 
office advised that agents of that of fic£*b«G conducted a confidential . 
search of the trunk left by VINCENT REttttfb Aberdeen Proving Orounds. :, 
The agents discovered voluminous materials and records and took about • 
1,000 photographs of it. Mr. Lally stated that some of the material was 
highly technical and could not be evaluated immediately. Some correspon- 
dence was found between RENO and a man in Princeton, in which RENO mentioned, 
that* the information was highly classified and was not to be discussed by . 
the man in Princeton. I inquired if Baltimore knew the name of the man -: *".; 
in Princeton and Mr. Lally advised he did not have it available at that

At 9;40 am today, Mr* Brannigan of the bureau, who stated he was 
calling at the request of Mr. H. B. Fletcher, called to advise that on 
■December 12th, Mr. Whearty of the Department stated that Mr. CAMPBELL was 
desirous of determining>fche exact date on which CHAMBERS, accompanied by 
Mr. ISAAC DON LEVINI&i6tri sited Mr. BERLE at the State Department. Mr. 
Brannigan stated that the Bureau checked its records and ascertained that 
the elate of the CHAMBERS-BERLE interview was September 2, 1939* I inquired 
whether LEVINE was present at this interview and Mr. Brannigan stated he was. 
Mr. Brannigan further informed me that Mr. Whearty requested that this date 
be furnished to Mr. CAMPBELL prior to the opening of the Monday, December 13, 
1948 session of the Federal Grand Jury, and Mr. Brannigan instructed that 
this information be given to Mr. Donegsn or Mr. Campbell.

CHAMBERS, on the other hand, has stated that he was working with FELIX in 
Baltimore during the greater part of 1937 and early Jip8. CHAMBERS also 
claimed that FELIX was sent to him by Colonel BYKOV,*ffsparently from New ' 
|^^^ York, and that he say FELIX approximately twice a week during the greater I '\\i.' 
S*,^= -part of 1937 and the early part of 1938. Regarding FELIX, CHAMBERS advised ;>"■*- 
the Baltimore agents that he had a Leica camera; that although he was never V 
in FELIX'S apartment, he knew approximately where it was. He also claimed 
that FELIX had a Plymouth automobile. Mr. Lally pointed out that Baltimore 
would like more details regarding this automobile; that is, how old it was 
in 1937 or 1938 and what license plafces it had, 4>, ew York or Maryland. 
Mr. Lally also stated that Baltimore is particularly interested ill Having 
CHAMBERS identify the exact house where FELIX lived and stated that perhaps 
he could do this from the photographs being forwarded by Baltimore; CHAMBERS, 
according to Mr. Lally, might be able to eliminate some of the houses which 
he knows are not identical with the house where FELIX resided. 

* • Mr. Lally further stated that CHAMBERS furnished the following 
description to Baltimore of FELIX; 5*T % or 5 f 8»; 100 to 200 lbs., baby face 
with light complexion; blue eyes, lifeht brown hair; stoclybuild and approxi- 
mately in his later twenties in 1937 or 1938. CHAMBERS said FELIX did his 
own developing, apparently in his apartment; that Z FET.1

At 4.25 pm today, I spoke with Assistant Director Ladd to advtee 
him that we had obtained a copy of the testimony of ROBERT E. SUtlPLING C\ 
before the Grand Jury in the above entitled matter from a confidential eotrce, 
and it gave further details concerning the alleged telephone calls to Mr. ;, 
Nichols at the Bureau* I advised we were sending this down to the Bureau 
by CQver letter tonight for the bureau's information. No copy is being re- 
tained in this office. 

I also advised Mr. I«dd that we had just heard from Mr. Donegan ; 
that Congressman NIXON had testified before the Grand Jury and had refused 
to turn over to the Grand Jury the film and documents in his possession; 
that he had stated that these items were to be kept in the custody of the 
Conmittee but that he would bring them back to be viewed by the GJ at any 
time they desired. I advised Mr. Ladd we would get further details on thlj ^ 
and include it in our teletype tonight. 
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At approximately 1:10PM on the afternoon of December ljth 
Mr. H. B. Fletcher of the Bureau called and advised that the Bureau 
has obtained material from PHUL L. BANPIELD, Headmaster at LANDON 
SCHOOL, Bethesda Post Office, Washington, D. C. This material 
bears- the date September 9, 1936. It is three pages of typewritten 
material dealing with the description of the personal characteristics 
of TIMOTHY HOBSON (It is believed that this is ALGER HISS* step-son.) 
The school requested of the HISSs a background on the boy, his traits 
and characteristics and so they wrote it up in this three typewritten 
pages, at the time the boy entered the school. 

There is also a letter in the handwriting of ALGER HISS, 
at least it is signed by him, reading as follows: 

Enclosed is a description of Tim f s personality. \ 

Mr. BANFIELD states that he will testify if he is subpoened. , 
He has been very cooperative. He stated that before the Bureau con- . . 
tacted him the attorneys for ALGER HISS and WHITTAKER CHAMBERS had 
contacted him and he refused to give them the same information he 
gave us. He did not let them see the file on it. BANFIELD does 
not want the House Un-American XXX2&XK$X Activities Committee to 
have any part of the information furnished by him made available to it. 

Mr. Fletcher advised that at the present time Special Agent 
Cortland J. Jones of the Washington Field Office has the typewriting 
known specimens which he recovered from this file plus some of the . 
correspondence. He will be available for interview by the Grand^,. 
Jury in the morning, if such is desired. , ,• \j l7 ^ )Lf . ; ! - ■ 
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Mr. Fletcher advised that the Laboratory identifies this 
typewriting with the documents furnished by Chambers to the Department. 
If this office so desires, this laboratory man can also be made available 
for tomorrow morning. 

Mr. Fletcher advised that the Department does not know of

j cautioned Mr. Fletcher, that if it were necessary to 
advise the Department that it should be done with a discreet warning 
that this information is not known to anyone but the Grand -Jury. 
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
